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IMPROVEMENT IN TRADE. 


Mills Are Busy—Some of Them Crowded with Orders— 
Jobbing Trade More Active—New York Market 
Shows Better Movement. 


An all-round improvement in the trade is reported this 
week. Even book papers, that have been rather “slow” 
for many months, are moving fairly well at present. 
Many of the jobbers say that they are now doing some 
business in book. Judging from their reports it looks 
as if buyers had about concluded that. the rock bottom 
had been reached in the quotations for book papers. With 
good settled weather the improvement which has been 
predicted has set in. More confidence in the stability of 
ruling prices is now entertained even by buyers. For that 
reason they are placing orders, as they are convinced that, 
until July 1 at least, they will not get lower figures. This 
is particularly true of the better grades of manilas, book 
and writings. With respect to news paper there are many 
rumors that it is a little weaker. But as reports of ac- 
tual sales at reduced prices cannot be verified, the amount 
of the reduction, if any, cannot be stated. However, the 
feeling of the trade is strong that news is not as firm as 
it has been. The consumption of news this spring is 
thought by some to be short of the average. These men 
figure that the average annual increase in consumption in 
the United States is 15 per cent. or 300 tons. This in- 
crease they claim has been just about supplied by the 
Great Northern Paper Company’s product. But in this 
reckoning sight is lost of the fact that many mills through- 
out the country have increased their production of news 
within the past year and a half. It is this excess over the 
average growth in consumption that is depressing the 
market. From practically all the mill agents the same 
old report in regard to business is again made this week. 
They say that they have orders ahead and they cannot 
complain. The trade in bags is said to be in a bad way. 
Sales are very large, so it is said, but these are being made 
principally by the Union and Continental companies. The 
smaller manufacturers report that they cannot afford to 
do business on the basis of present sales. The board trade 
this week continues rather quiet. Prices are reported none 
too firm, even at the reduced prices.

The Machinists and Their Employers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., May 6, 1901.—May 1 was the time 
when the machinists desired the employers to give an 
answer to the demand for a nine hour day, without any 
reduction in wages. A conference was held last Wednes- 
day with Mr, Bagley, president of the’ Bagley & Sewall 
Company, but no agreement between the company and 
the union was reached. Other inquiries at the different 
plants bring out the statement in nearly every incident 
that no formal answer was given the men. They were 
left to infer the employers’ decision from the statements 
published in the local papers. What action will be taken 
in this matter is the most important subject now under 
discussion among the manufacturers. If the machinists 
go out on or before the 20th and remain out for any 
length of time, it will be a serious blow to the paper in- 
dustry, as a great deal of new machinery is being*built 
and the new plants cannot be started until this machinery 
is installed. More difficuity will be experienced if work 
is not resumed by the time the mills are ready for gen- 
eral repairs. As a rule one can pick out a number of 
mills that could not run another season without repairs, 
and this season is no exception. Unless the shops run 
the mills cannot run.

BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


The Paper Market Very Quiet—Employment Has Again 
Fallen Off—Pulps Slow in Movement — 
Heavy Chemicals. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, April 26, 1901.—The market for paper con- 
tinues very quiet, and in fhe news line particularly orders 
are scarce. 

According to the labor correspondents of the Board oi 
Trade employment in the paper trade has again fallen off 
slightly, the percentage of unemployed union members 
at the end of March being 3.1, compared with 2.6 per cent 
in February and 2.2 per cent. in March of last year. In 
the Tyne and Wear district of the North of England four 
paper mills worked full time during March, three others 
short time and two more forty-six shifts each. Pulp work 
ers at Hartlepool, however, found trade brisk. At Barns 
ley paper makers were busily employed. 

Chemical pulp is quiet and prices are nominal. Bleached 
sulphite is quoted at £12 and unbleached at £9 15s. Th: 
recent drop in the prices of mechanical pulp has not 
stimulated business, and consumers do not show any dis 
position to buy. Dry pine is quoted at £5 10s. and moist 
at £2 12s 6d. to £2 15s. 

The market for paper makers’ chemicals is quiet and 
easier. Bleaching powder is quoted at £6 17s. 6d. to £7 
2s. 6d. on the rails, with second hands quoting lowe: 
figures. Caustic soda, 76-77 per cent., is steady at £10 
17s. 6d. to £11 7s 6d. Briton. 


Western Mills and Export Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 6, 1901.—According to President 
J. A. Kimberly, of the Kimberly & Clark Company, who 
has just returned from his usual spring trip to California, 
the mills on the Western coast are doing a constantly in- 
creasing export business, for which they are particularly 
well fitted. 

“I was gone only about four weeks,” said Mr. Kimberly 
to your correspondent to-day, “and I spent practically all 
the time I had at Redlands, and did not go around and 
see things as I have sometimes done before. I did not 
visit any of the Western mills on account of time being 
so limited. The business on the Coast I learned, however, 
is doing very well indeed, although I understand some of 
the later enterprises have not proved an unqualified suc- 
cess. The export business is a big thing there for the mills 
that are within reach of tide water. A rate of 20 cents to 
Hawaii and 25 cents to China arid Japan is made, while 
the rate to San Francisco from the Oregon and Washing 
ton mills is 30 cents, and to Los Angeles 40 cents. The 
Western mills, too, are very particular about outside com 
petition, and want all the Eastern mills to positively keep 
out of their territory.

Power for Pulp Mill.

The Grand Falls Enterprise.

Orrawa, Canada, May 6, 1901.—Sir William Van Horne 
appeared before House Private Bills Committee in ref- 
erence to the Grand Falls (N. B.) Power and Boom 
Company. A clause had been inserted requiring the 
company to expend a quarter of a million of money with- 
in eighteen months. He said the total expenditure con- 
templated was $6,000,000, and the company desired a five 


years’ extension. The company proposed to construct a 
pulp mill at least twice as large as any in the world at 
the time the bill was introduced. Time would be re- 
quired to settle disputed titles and carry out the financial 
operations. The Solicitor-General thought it would be 
unfair to the group of capitalists who had taken hold of 
this great enterprise to saddle the bill with requirements 
that might embarrass the financial negotiations. It would 
be a good thing for the country if Sir William and his 
associates would keep their capital in the country instead 
of taking it to Cuba. In answer to questions Sir William 
said that $55,000 had already been expended on construc- 
tion. After a further discussion the proposed limitations 
were struck out, and the bill, as originally drafted, as 
requested by Sir William, reported with only verbal 
amendments.

Dayton, Ohio, May 6, 1901—The Miami and Erie 
Canal Transportation Company, evidencing its business- 
like attitude by increasing its capital from thousands to 
millions, as stated in last week’s Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
again made another move on the checkerboard of prog- 
ress by letting contracts this week with the Carnegie 
Company to furnish steel rails for 80 miles of track 
Contracts were also closed for all of the ties to com- 
plete the line between Cincinnati and Dayton, traversing 
the Miami Valley and part of the Milcreek and Ohio 
valleys.

Pasteboard as Armor. 


\ series of interesting and, in their way, almost unique 
firing trials has been undertaken by the Swedish Govern 
The purpose of these experiments was to examine 
The trials wer« 


ment. 
the effect of shooting against pasteboard. 
conducted on the wharfs of the Swedish navy in Carls 
crona, and the target used was a prepared one of mill- 
board, against which fire from revolvers, rifles, carbines. 
and machine guns was directed. The pasteboard, which 
was 72 mm. thick, resisted completely the bullets fired 
from the small arms, but was perforated by the projectiles 
from the machine guns. The experiments may be said to 
have given very interesting results. Bullets from the car- 
bines used are able to penetrate wooden planks 5 inches 
in thickness, but they could not penetrate the pasteboard, 
which was only 3 inches thick. The Swedish Government 
is said to be more than satisfied with this first series of 
experiments, and proposes to give fuller opportunities to 
the inventor of the prepared pasteboard to show the resist 
ing power of his new material.

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SUIT OVER TIMBER LANDS. 


An Accounting Sought by the International Paper Com- 
pany—lIt Sues Several Corporations—Much 
Property Involved, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Bancor, Me., May 6, 1901.—In the Circuit Court has 
been filed a bill in equity by the International Paper 
Company vs. the Rumford Falls Paper Company, the 
Androscoggin Timber and Supply Company and the trus- 
tees of Darmouth College. 

In a voluminous statement of facts the petitioner alleges 
that in the early go’s its predecessor, the Rumford Falls 
Sulphite Company, the Androscoggin and Rumford Falls 
companies, with other corporations, purchased from 
George Van Dyke, the noted lumber king, 360,000 acres 
of wild land and the assignment of his lease of the Dart- 
mouth College tract, so-called, and organized the Andros- 
coggin Timber Supply Company, in which they were 
severally interested as shareholders, for the use of these 
lands, intending to secure for each an independent source 
of supply, but mutually managed for purposes of economy 
and convenience. For the lands in question more than 
$240,000 are alleged to have been paid. Subsequently, it is 
alleged, the Rumford Falls Paper Company obtained, or 
claimed to have obtained, from members of the company 
other than the petitioner, control of its affairs by transfer 
of shares, and proceeded to cut many millions of lumber 
for its own use and profit without properly accounting 
therefor to the shareholders of the Supply Company. 

The petitioners pray that the Rumford Falls Paper 
Company may be ordered to account to the supply company 
for timber illegally cut and to pay any sum found due on 
account; that this sum be distributed among stockholders; 
that certain assignment from the supply company to the 
Dartmouth trustees be set aside, and the supply company 
be enjoined from settling certain claims against the Rum- 
ford Falls Paper Company pending hearing on this bill. 

It is further asked that the supply company and the 
Dartmouth trustees are enjoined from further prosecution 
of action pending against the petitioner and from bring- 
ing any other for the same cause. ME. 


Paper Makers and Dayton Real Estate. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 6, 1901.—A real estate deal has 
just been closed by J. Howard Friend, of the G. H. 
Friend Paper and Tablet Company, whereby he secured 
control of two properties on Ludlow street for a reported 


consideration of $55,000. It is understood that the pres- 
ent residences will be torn down and a modern eight 
story business and apartment house will be erected at an 
early date. Ground on Ludlow street has been selling at 
from $400 to $600 per foot front, and present indications are 
that it will rapidly become an important business thorough- 
fare. That it is now an essential factor in the growth 
and extension of Greater Dayton is evidenced by the activ- 
ity of realty on that street and in its immediate neigh- 
borhood, exchanges in the amount of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars having been made the past month. This 
means for Dayton building to the value of $1,500,000 
within the next year. Fortunes have been made over 
night by owners of property on Fourth and Ludlow 
streets recently. Next to Mr. Friend’s site a magnificent 
Masonic Temple will be erected, while the largest hotel 
in the city is a prospective improvement on the corner 
lot next north. A few feet to the south will be erected at 
once a modern flat, while across the way a new one is 
under completion. Within several hundred feet the Day- 
ton Arcade, fronting on four streets and occupying the 
centre of an uptown square, will soon be built, the com- 
pany having paid $180,000 for the site. Around the corner 
a local realty owner, who cleared $50,000 in a week, is 
constructing the most modern transfer barns in the 
United States. A square to the south the nine traction 
roads which are developing Dayton will erect a union 
passenger and freight depot. And the boom started 
merely because the railway companies constructed a mag- 
nificent station on Ludlow street. Whole rows of dilapi- 
dated buildings will soon disappear, and Ludlow promises 
to be one of the greatest streets of the town. M. V. 


Folding Box Suit. 

New Haven, Conn., May 6, 1901.—In the United States 
Court last week Judge Townsend heard arguments in the 
suit of the National Folding Box and Paper Company 
against Alexander C. Robertson et al., of Montville, Conn., 
Attorney Walter B. Edmonds appears for the complainants 
and the respondents were represented by Attorney Si- 
monds, of Hartford. The case came up on final argu- 
ment. 

The suit was brought for an alleged infringement of a 
patented cigarette box. Judge Townsend granted a tem- 
porary injunction when the action was first brought, and 
the respondent is still restrained from making the box in 
question. The suit is one of a number brought about a 
year ago by the National Company. The company asks for 
an injunction and an accounting. It is probable that the 
case will go to the Court of Appeals, no matter which way 
Judge Townsend decides it.

Max Sembritzki, of the Schlégl Paper Mills, near Vi- 
enna, Austria, recently celebrated his twenty-five years’ 
jubilee as technical director. A banquet was given by the 
company, and numerous congratulations and presents 
were received by Mr. Sembritzki. He was born in East 
Prussia, his father being a paper maker. After having 
passed the Berlin ‘Technical Academy, he had practical 
experience and great success in several German mills. 
In 1873, at the time of the Vienna Exhibition, he went to 
the Schléglmithl, which had then only four machines. 
During his successful management as director from 1876 
to now, the number has been increased to nine establish- 
ments with 1,000 workmen. 


By an order passed in 1895, the Grecian import duty on 
news was reduced to 10 drachmas per 100 okka, it being 
stipulated that the paper should bear two watermarked 
lines, and that the reduction was not applicable to other 
printings. Paper was received duly watermarked, but 
it was found that it was frequently used for other pur- 
poses. More stringent regulations have now been en- 
forced, there being only three ports open for paper at re- 
duced rates, and the newspaper proprietor must clear the 
imported paper and make a declaration to the effect that 
it is for his own use and not for sale. 


Dr. Carl Kellner, of Vienna, has taken out an English 
patent for improvements in and connected with the ex- 
traction of zinc from waste products. In the present in- 
vention the difficulties existing in previous processes are 
stated to be removed by treating the waste products with 
sulphurous acid instead of chloridizing roasting; then 
converting the bisulphite formed into sulphate by means 
of air; decomposing this sulphate by adding the chloride 
of an alkali, or of an alkaline earth, to form zinc chloride 
and the sulphate of the alkali or alkaline earth used. 
Finally, the zinc is separated from the chlorine compound 
by electrolysis. There are thus obtained, besides pure 
electrolytic zinc, pure sulphate of an alkali or alkaline 
earth and chlorine.

Increased Imports of American Paper—British Manufac- 
turers Have Lost Business—Imports and Exports 
for 1898, 1899 and 1900. 





In a communication dated Sydney, March 20, 1901, Ed 
ward Wilson, of the firm of John Andrew & Co., printers 
and manufacturing stationers, gives some interesting in 
formation relating to the imports into Australia of news 
and printings during the year 1900. It is evident that im 
mense strides have been made by American manufacturers 
He writes: 

“Taking the total for New South Wales and Victoria 
(and they represent practically 75 per cent. of the entire 
Australian trade), the British business has receded from 
£144,012 in 1808 to £119,086 in 1900, while the American 
has increased from £119,086 to £230,636 during the same 
period. This increase is remarkable. and is mainly the re 
sult of the enterprise of the Americans in manufacturing 
for Australian requirements. What the future prospects 
are it is difficult to say. Now that the federation of the 
Australian colonies is an accomplished fact, the tariffs of 
the Commonwealth are to become uniform at the earliest 
possible time. A large revenue must be raised through the 
customs, and the country at the present time is in the 
throes of a general election, the main party cries being 
‘low’ or revenue tariff, and ‘high’ or protective tariff. If 
the latter party gain the day paper of all grades may be 
subject to a duty, but even at this stage there are indica 
tions of preferential rates being extended to British manu- 
factures. It will thus be seen that Australians may yet 
have to look to Great Britain for their paper supplies

The machinists and their employers are at odds. The 
former have demanded a nine hour day with ten hour 
wages, and up to date the employers have not signified 
their intention to grant the new terms. May 20 is the day 
set for the matter to reach a focus, and it is among the 
possibilities that on that date the machinists may seek to 
enforce their demand by means of a strike. 

The matter is of vital importance to the paper ma- 
chinery builders and through them to the paper industry, 
for should a strike take place and last any length of time 
it would seriously interfere with present plans. Not only 
would new machinery be delayed in installation, but mills 
would be crippled by their inability to have even ordinary 
repairs made. 

It is hoped that for the good of all concerned the dif- 
ferences will be settled by amicable agreement, and that 
resort to harsh measures, and consequent loss to both 


sides, will be avoided.

issued this week. The figures will repay study. In the 
statement of imports there is little of discouragement, and 
a consideration of its details may point out where the 
home manufacturer can supply wants now met by foreign 
product. In the statement of exports there is much of 
encouragement. The outward movement has been con- 
stant in its growth, and the distribution of United States 
paper mill product very wide, the heavy buying being by 
Great Britain and her colonies. 

The figures as to the import and export of pulp are 
interesting, in that they show some details as to classifi- 
cation that are only made known once a year. As to the 
general movement of the trade, however, the figures are 


only useful as a record, for since the close of the year 


for which they are given the position of affairs has 
changed. As we have before pointed out we have reduced 
our imports of pulp and increased our exports, so that 
the latter are now well up with the former. 

The following table shows our imports and exports of 


paper and its manufactures for the last ten years:

[his is an instructive exhibit. It shows that in the last 
decade we have added $5,000,000 to our exports of paper, 
while in the same period our imports have increased only 
about $750,000. At the close of the first year of this ten 
year period there was a trade balance of $1,732,285 against 
us, but so steadily have we gained ground in foreign 
markets that we have reversed the proposition and closed 


the decade with a trade balance of $2,420,188 in our favor. 





A Paper Trade Census. 

The statistical work of the paper trade census taken by 
the Government last year is complete, but all the totals 
are not yet available, as clerical errors having been found 
in the tabulation, some revision is necessary. The result 
of the census is the reporting of 763 establishments, and 
back of this is the assurance of the special agent, Mr 
Rantoul, that a report has actually been made by gvery 
paper and pulp manufacturer in the country. 

The census statement that there are 763 establishments 
does not mean that there are only 763 paper and pulp 
mills, for there are in fact over 1,100 such mills. An 
“establishment,” according to the wisdom of the Gov- 
ernment census powers, consists of all the mills in one

It 
is to be hoped that the other features of the census when 
they appear will be more satisfying. 

In its history of paper making in Great Britain a Lon- 
don trade paper telis of the efforts made in the middle 
of the last century to find substitutes for rags, 
sity of finding such substitutes being impressed on the 
trade by reason of the great demand for mill product. 
Many fibres were advocated, and strange to say some of 
them have served their time and have been in turn dis- 
carded, while others are now being again brought into 
prominence. The present active search for fibres to dis- 
place wood is simply a recurrence of the effort of the 
fifties.

The value of the exports of paper at the port of New 
York this week were of a satisfactory volume, aggregat- 
ing in value $93,045. Australia led in the buying, her 
share of the total being $41,647, London being second 
with a bill of $21,940. None of the other accounts came 
near these, but among the larger ones were Liverpool, 
$4,143; Cuba, $3,900; Argentina, $3,705; Hamburg, $3,066; 
Rotterdam, $2,700; British West Indies, $2,420, and Mex- 
ico, $1,637. 





Frank B. Thurber, in a table that is part of an article 
on the “Influence of Trusts on Prices” in the North 
American Review for May, presents a table showing the 
“contract prices from first hands” for news dur- 
ing the last ten years. According to this table news paper 
reached its lowest point in 1899, when the quotation was 
2 cents a pound. If Mr. Thurber’s figures were more 
accurate his opinions as to the case might have more 
weight.

There is a new wall paper factory in Hackensack, N. J., 
and it is the storm centre of a cyclone of indignation at 
present. The people of the place charge that the factory 
discharges its colored waste water into the Hackensack 
River, to the detriment of the fish, A New York daily 
says that this pollution of the water causes the smelts that 
are caught to look like trout, so brilliant are their colors. 


The condition of the paper trade has steadily improved, 
mills are busy, some of them being crowded with orders, 
while even the jobbers are beginning to look happier as a 
result of having more business on hand. The machinery 
men are very busy, many of them having engagements 
that will occupy the entire attention of their establishments 
for many months to come. 


An English paper maker, in discussing American built 
paper machines now running in English mills, said: “Yes, 
the machines will do 500 feet a minute, and our men can 
run them at that speed. The fact, however, is that with 
our coals at $6 a ton it does not pay us to run a machine 
at over 350 feet a minute.” 








Capt. Edward Partington, the well-known British pa- 
per maker, is now in this country, having arrived on 
the Etruria last Saturday. This is his first visit here, and 
we are sure that he will receive a most cordial welcome. 
We trust that his visit will be both pleasant and profit- 
able. 


The good work of organizing paper and pulp com- 
panies in Canada goes on apace, but up to date the actual 
paper and pulp output of the country has not been ap- 
preciably increased.

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SUBSTITUTES FOR RAGS. 


The Increased Demand for Paper Stimulates a Search for 
New Fibres for Use in the Mills—Some 
of Those Discovered. 


In an article on the history and development of the 
sritish paper industry in the nineteenth century, the 
World’s Paper Trade Review speaks as follows concern- 
ing the search for articles to take the place of rags as the 
paper maker’s raw material: 

“The immense and continuous increase in the output of 
sritish paper naturally leads us to the consideration of an 
other important question. Toward the middle of the 
century the vast quantities of paper that were being manu- 
factured, increasing greatly evry year, began to cause a 
scarcity of rags, which still largely formed the staple 
raw material in this industry, although—as we mentioned 
in the twelfth article of this series—many other fibrous 
substances had been proposed from time to time, but few, 
if any, of these were found to be of commercial value. 
Straw was coming into use to a limited extent (at Tovil 
Mill and Burnside Mills, for «xample), but the days of 
esparto and wood pulp were yet to come, and hence it 
was almost imperative to find some cheap and practical 
substitute for rags in the manufacture of paper. The 
comparative scarcity of proper materials naturally caused 
the supply to fall short of the demand, the consequence 
being an increase in the price of paper. This, of course, 
injuriously affected the paper using inaustries, newspaper 
proprietors in particular being considerable losers. A 
rise of 44d. per pound took place about the time to which 
we are referring, and it was estimated that, owing to it, 
the additional cost to the Times alone, for paper, was 
about £10,000 or £12,000 per annum. It therefore paid 
the proprietors of that journal to offer, as they did in 
1854, a reward of £1,000 to the person who should dis- 
cover a new raw material for paper making purposes. 
Of course there were plenty such then before the notice 
them, as we have said, were found 


either to be of no practical value or else were obtainable 


of the trade, but most o 


in such limited quantities as to prohibit their use on a 
large commercial scale. So the proprietors of the Times, 
in making their offer, stipulated that there should be avail- 


able—of any substance proposed—a continuous and 


abundant supply; that the fibre should be capable of 
economical conversion into fine pulp; should be easily 
bleached, and—above all—should be something that could 
be supplied at a cheap rate. The situation was also dis- 
cussed by the Atheneum, the Builder, and some other 
periodicals, and a good deal of local and general research 
was the result Foreign and colonial journals took the 
matter up, and articles appeared in the Montreal Pilot, the 
Nassau Guardian (Bahamas), the New York Tribune, 
&c. The matter was thought of sufficient importance to 
call for some Government interference, and therefore the 
Board of Trade was approached early in 1854 by the 
Lords of the Treasury, who suggested that circular letters 
might be sent to the British Consuls abroad, asking them 
to make inquiries on the point; a fibre that could be laid 
down at from 2d. to 2%4d. per pound was considered to 
be what was needed. The British Minister at Paris was 
also instructed to make some investigation into the mat- 
ter. Seeing that the production of paper in the United 
Kingdom in 1853 was about 10,000 tons more than in 
1852, requiring some 13,000 tons more raw material, and 
that there was a prospect of still further increase, some- 
thing had to be done. Under such circumstances, it was 
not to be wondered at that the entire absorption of the 
rags available in these islands had long been in view, and 
that ever increasing-quantities were being imported from 
abroad. During the period 1800-53 the importation of 
rags averaged 6,539 tons per annum, although the actual 
annual consumption of this foreign material (which came 
over in bags of 400 or 500 pounds each, and fetched about 
a guinea per hundredweight), was nearly 9,000 tons by 
the middle of the century. But the foreign supplies were 
becoming less available every year, and prices were con- 
sequently going up. In 1852, first quality rags cost 26s. 
per hundredweight and seconds 16s. Two years later the 
rates were 30s. to 32s. and 20s. per hundredweight re 
spectively. Thirds went up from 1Is. 6d. to 15s., and fourth 
grade rags from 7s. to 10s 

“Among other new substances, sugar cane refuse was 
tried (in some mills at Chesham and Maidstone), it having 
been introduced by Dr. Cumin, of Bath, at the close of 
1853. He obtained the patronage of the Duke of New 
castle for his scheme, but the bleaching presented such 
great difficulties that no commercial result was “attained. 
The fibre only produced a 50 per cent. yield of paper, so 
that if used unbleached for low grade makes the expense 
would have been almost prohibitive. Common flax was 


another fibre from which great things were expected, and 
a bill for the incorporation of a company to work a flax 
fibre paper process was actually introduced into Parliament 
in February, 1855. A good deal of cotton waste was also 
utilized, but railway and other engineering requirements 
absorbed much of this material in the form of ‘wipers’ 
and ‘oilers,’ and moreover the production was somewhat 
restricted just then, owing to long continued strikes and 
disturbances among the cotton mill operatives. Straw was, 
in a way, popularized by the proprietors of the Weekly 
Times, who used paper made—at first wholly and after- 
ward partly—from that fibre in the production of their 
journal. Wood did not escape notice, but it was considered 
that it would be too costly an affair to convert it into pulp 
on the lines of the existing patent processes. Dr. Lyon 
Playfair, in a communication he addressed to the Treasury 
in 1854, in reply to their letter to the Board of Trade, 
pointed out that three great difficulties had hitherto stood 
in the way of utilizing new fibres for paper manufacture, 
viz., the expense of preparing the fibre, the loss of weight 
involvec by such preparation, and the difficulty of bleach- 
ing the stuff. As the result of consultation with somé 
leading British paper makers, he thought that any new 
fibrous material, to be serviceable, must be obtained at a 
lower price than that named by the Treasury, i. e., at from 
a penny to three-halfpence a pound. With the exception of 
jute, canvas and gunny bagging, it was then considered that 
any vegetable fibre was capable of being bleached and made 
available for use in the manufacture of fine paper. Cer- 
tain tropical plants, such as the plantain, were considered 
very likely materials for the purpose, and in 1854, as the 
result, perhaps, of a lecture on Indian fibrous substances 
that had been given by Dr. Royle before the Society of 
Arts, there was some talk about forming a company to 
make paper from West Indian plant fibre. There were 
many such projects about that time, but they were seldom 
publicly described, the originators of most of them—having 
visions of patent property in their minds—keeping their 
ideas secret until they ascertained whether any profitable 
results were likely to be obtained from them. In the ma- 
jority of cases, however, their hopes in this direction were 
doomed to be disappointed, but nevertheless the period of 
which we are treating was a very prolific one so far as new 
ideas in connection with paper manufacture were concerned 
as between 1852 and 1857 no less than forty-seven patents 
were taken out in England for them, a large number being 
for new fibrous materials.”

When 
the mill was started up with the new bearings, we ran them with a 1” belt and produced 
as much work per hour as we did with our two belts under the previous conditions which 
we have named. Begjdes, they could be run ten hours per day without any perceptible 


















heating. 

Ke concluded afterward, however, to put on a 2” belt, and also to speed our mill up 
to 45’ per minute (instead of 15"), where it is now running. This mill has done exceilent 
service, and, so far as we can see, is as good as the day it was put in. 

We have many times been asked what we considered the life of the Roller Bearing 
would be under the conditions we are using them.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Machine for Indenting Paper Stock—Paper Slitting Ma- 
chine—Paper Reel— Paper Cutter—Designs 
Trade Marks. 


Robert A. G. Ault, of York, Pa., has been granted 
Patent No. 673,041, for a machine for indenting paper 
stock. The machine is herewith illustrated. 

This invention relates to machines for indenting paper 
stock in the making of paper for use as carpet linings or 
for wrapping fragile objects for transportation, the object 
being to provide a cheap, effective machine for performing 
the indenting operation. 

Broadly stated, the invention consists of a machine for 
indenting paper stock having a platen roll and a co-operat- 
ing pattern roll, the former preferably having an elastic

or resilient surface, and the latter having its indenting 
surface formed by independent projections secured thereto 
in the contour of the design to be produced. 

The accompanying illustration is a face view of a por- 
tion of a paper machine employing indenting rolls em- 
bodying the invention. 

In the illustration the letter A indicates a framework 
carrying a pair of rolls, one of which, B, is the pattern roll, 
preferably mounted in fixed bearings in the frame “A, and 
the other of which, C, is the platen roll, preferably mounted 
in adjustable bearings and preferably having an elastic or 
yielding surface, as soft rubber. 

The pattern roll B may be of any suitable material 
affording a sufficiently rigid body, preferably wood, the pat- 


} 


tern being formed thereon by driving into the roll pegs, 


pins, staples, or the like, the ends of which are allowed to 


project a sufficient distance above the surface of the roll to 
form the indentations in the paper stock. 

The indenting projections shown in the accompanying 
drawing are formed by staples D, having their pointed ends 
driven into the roll; but it will be understood that I do not 
limit myself to this particular form or style of projection, 
and while | preier to arrange them to form a pattern re- 
sembling woven mesh it is obvious a great variety of pat 
terns may be produced by arranging the projections dif- 
ferently on the rolls. The construction of the pattern roll 
is at once simple, cheap and effective, and the completed 
roll is light and rigid.
